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S.W. To Get Heritage Trail

O n January 15, Cultural Tourism 
DC and the Southwest Neigh¬ 
borhood Assembly will inaugu¬ 
rate the citys fourth Heritage Trail, a 3.2- 
mile, self-guided walking tour recalling 
two centuries of life within Washingtons 
historic waterfront community 

The kickoff ceremony will begin at 10 
a.m. on board the scenic tour vessel Odys¬ 
sey, docked at Sixth and Water Streets. 
The event is free and the public is invited. 
(The ship will remain at the pier for the 
event). Local political and civic leaders 
have also been invited. 

The Southwest Heritage Trail — River 
Farms to Urban Towers — will be marked 
by 17 poster-size illustrated signs. The 
trail focuses on the years from the capitals 
founding in the 1790s to the massive 
redevelopment of Southwest in the 1950s 
and ‘60s. 

The trail will begin at Fourth and M 
Streets, at the Waterfront Metro stop. 
The two-hour stroll will loop north to St. 
Dominies Catholic Church (just beyond 
1-395), west to Banneker Circle above 
the Fish Market, then drop south along 
the Washington Channel to Fort McNair 
before returning up Fourth Street, where 
the trail will end at 4th and N. Each 
illustrated sign will have historical pho¬ 
tographs and text pointing out where 
major events occurred and where signifi¬ 
cant neighborhoods and structures once 
existed. On the back of each sign will be 
a map of the entire route with indicators 
of key stops. 


Jane Freundel Levey, lead historian 
and writer for Cultural Tourism DC, 
who helped create the trail, emphasizes 
that the results reflect SW community 
wishes. “We worked very hard with the 
SWNA History Task Force to tell the tale 
it wanted to tell.” she says. “And we also 
wanted to help the community to develop 
itself as an attraction for tourists.” 

Margaret Feldman, chair of the SW 
History Task Force and a long-standing 
neighborhood activist, says, “We are look¬ 
ing forward to welcoming visitors from 
across Washington and the nation, as well 
as local school children. The trail encour¬ 
ages us all to see history come alive in the 
buildings and streets around us.” 

Southwest’s trail was 18 months in the 
making and cost $150,000. Funding is 
from the Federal Highway Administration 
with matching local dollars. 

D.C.’s first two trails were opened in 
2002: Downtown Heritage Trail: Civil 
War to Civil Rights; and City Within a 
City: Greater U Street Heritage Trail. A 
third trail opened on December 10, on 
Capitol Hill: “Tour of Duty: Barracks 
Row Heritage Trail.” The Capitol Hill 
trail begins at the Eastern Market Metro 
stop at Seventh Street and Pennsylva¬ 
nia Avenue. The two-hour walk proceeds 
down Eighth Street, past the Marine 
Barracks (the nation’s oldest continuous 
Marine installation) to the Navy Yard 
(Washington’s first major industry) and 
returns north through historic neighbor¬ 
hoods to the Eastern Market, the city’s 
only still active 19th century market. 


Two more Heritage Trails are to be inau¬ 
gurated in 2005, according to Cultural 
Tourism DC. They will be in Washing¬ 


ton’s Shaw and Mount Pleasant neighbor¬ 
hoods. I

T his year celebrates the 100th 
Anniversary of the death of Fred¬ 
eric Auguste Bartholdi, designer 
of the Statue of Liberty in New York 
City, as well as the Bartholdi Fountain 
located Southwest of the Capitol Build¬ 
ing, right across Independence Ave. from 
the Botanical Garden. 

When you visit the Christmas Show 
at the Botanical Garden, take some time 
to visit Bartholdi Park, a triangular island 
at First St. S.W. and Independence Ave., 
with the fountain at its center. The foun¬ 
tains water is turned off for the winter 
season, so it is a good time to study the 
thirty-foot fountain resting in a large 
basin decorated with turtles, fish, shells 
and cherubs, and 

To delight in the beautiful, eleven-foot 
tall sea nymphs holding a large basin 
supporting twelve lights at the fountains 
center. 

At its creation in 1876 for the Inter¬ 
national Centennial Exhibition in Phila¬ 
delphia, Bartholdi coupled modern gas¬ 
lighting with water to represent Light and 
Water as being symbolic of the modern 
city . At the close of the Exhibition, where 
it won many prizes (and where Bartholdi 
displayed the right arm and torch of the 
Statue of Liberty, the U. S. Government 
purchased the fountain, at the suggestion 
of Frederick Law Olmsted, the famous 
designer of the Capitol Grounds. 

2004, being the 100th anniversary of 
the death of Bartholdi, Congress funded 
a major restoration for the fountain and 
park. This year’s holiday season is a good 
time to check up on the renovations 
progress and to make plans to visit again 
in the Spring when the flowers are bloom¬ 
ing, the lights are glowing, and fountain 
is flowing.

Council Should Vote NO On 
Public Funds For Stadium 

The thirteen members of the Council of the District of Columbia can still listen to the 
residents of D.C. and vote NO on public funding of a new baseball stadium. 

At the Oct. 25 hearing in Waterside Mall called by SWNA and ANC6D, citizens were 
overwhelmingly opposed to the stadium plan. After the hearing the seven members of our 
areas Advisory Neighborhood Advisory Commission vote 6 to 0 against a stadium, with one 
abstention. 

At the Council hearing Oct. 27 over 200 residents signed up to testify and overwhelmingly 
said NO to a public stadium. They testified that citizens tax dollars need to be spent to replace 
DC General Hospital, make school repairs, provide sports and arts facilities and provide staff for 
our children. Many businesses testified about not being able to take on special baseball taxes. 

The District’s Chief Financial Officer spoke of cost estimates being millions of dollars 
short of what the District would realistically have to pay out. 

Ninety prominent economists certified that public financing of stadiums is not a 
sensible investment for a city. 

I and many others live at or have businesses at the proposed site for the baseball stadium. We 
pay our taxes and make an honest living in that area. 

Neighbors! Urge council members not to rush into a deal that will benefit the wealthy 
baseball owners and hurt the average DC resident. (Council phone numbers are in the 
blue pages of the phone book).

S ince last spring, after SW neighbors 
and friends responded generously to 
YATFs mailing, we have been able 
to reach literally hundreds of SW youth 
with educational and healthful activities. 

Often we have partnered with King 
Greenleaf and Randall Recreation Centers 
and the Metropolitan Police Boys and 
Girls Club No. 4. The staffs and volunteer 
coaches of these three provide the bulk 
of after school recreation and learning 
programs for youth in SW, and especially 
during the summer. YATF also supports 
and collaborates with Arena Stage pro¬ 
fessionals in their Education Outreach 
program. 

In July YATFs Tae Kwon Do classes 
were included twice a week as part of 
the King Greenleaf Rec Center Summer 
Camp, with 25 to 30 boys and girls learn¬ 
ing Tae Kwon Do. YATF also bought 
needed sports equipment for the camp 
and uniforms for the PomPom girls team, 
which won an intercity competition. 

YATF sponsored SW youth who were 
driven to Bowling Air Force Base for sev¬ 
eral weeks during the summer to compete 
at bowling and swimming. Trophies were 
awarded. 

A grant obtained by YATF paid for 
the Summer Youth Basketball League eve¬ 
nings at King-Greenleaf Courts. Older 
youth helped coach the younger teams. 
The summer was marred by the tragic 
death of one of the teen-age coach/players 
when he was visiting in the suburbs. He 
had frequently taken part in other YATF 
activities over the years and was on the 
path to a successful adulthood. 

YATF was able to supply Randall Rec 


with needed sports equipment for their 
summer program., and again sponsored 
one of Club #4 s football teams, paying 
the steep registration fees and for expen¬ 
sive uniforms and safety equipment. 

YATF continued to sponsor classes 
in safe baby-sitting habits and emergency 
preparedness, under the national organi¬ 
zation, Safe Sitters, Inc. Certificates are

S outheastern University’s Biz Talks 
speaker on Nov. 16 was Joseph 
Robert, Jr., founder, Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer of the real estate 
investment giant, J.E. Robert Companies 
(JER).

“Core Values” in a J. E. Robert Com¬ 
panies pamphlet distributed to the audi¬ 
ence put integrity at the top of the list . 
This means “adhering to high moral and 
ethical principles, and insisting that other 
company employees do the same” Later, 
the pamphlet explains, “There is nothing 
wrong with being ambitious, aggressive, 
impatient, demanding or perfectionist.
